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Chanukah Tzedakah - Extending the Light ———— 
A Message from the CSZ Fundraising Committee 


Chanukah begins on Sunday evening, 
December 9, and we will light candles 
for eight nights as we celebrate 
“rededication.” Traditionally, Chanu- 
kah is a time for tzedakah, as we re- 
dedicate ourselves to our community, 
to our faith and to the principles of 
righteousness and justice. 


CSZ’s Fundraising Committee would 
like to suggest that each CSZ member 
and his or her family create their own 
tzedakah practice for the holiday. 
During the eight days, we will light a 
total of forty-four candles, beginning 
with two the first night and concluding 
with nine on the eighth night. Consider 
putting a tzedakah box next to your 
chanukiah and think of the holiday as 
providing forty-four opportunities for 
tzedakah. For each candle you light, 
allow everyone in your home to make 
a contribution to the box. Perhaps a 
dollar per candle or five dollars or ten 


cents - whatever feels right and appro- 
priate. During the holiday, you can 
discuss how you would like to put these 
funds to use. At the conclusion of the 
holiday, whether you have raised forty- 
four dollars, four hundred and forty 
dollars or four dollars and forty cents, 
you will have a tangible way to extend 
the light of your chanukiah out into the 
community, and the world. We hope 
you will choose to use a portion of 
these funds to make a donation to your 
community here at Congregation 
Sha’ar Zahav. We also appreciate that 
our members support many worthy 
causes and that many of us are look- 
ing for ways to assist those who are in 
need due to the tragic events of Sep- 
tember 11. Whatever choices you 
make, we hope the process adds 
meaning to your holiday, and contrib- 
utes to a week of sweetness and light.

From the Rabbi’s Study 


“Rabbi, what do you 
mean by ‘spiritual’?” I 
was asked by one stu- 

.| dent from my 

~ Cultivating an Au- 

thentic Jewish Spiritu- 
al Practice” class. The 
term “spiritual” is of- 

ten ambiguous. In many cases it is a 

concept that may seem foreign to Ju- 

daism because it suggests a separa- 
tion between that which is physical, 
bodily or material, and that which is 
social, psychological or emotional. 

Judaism looks at the whole person 

and recognizes spirituality, not as one 

compartment of life, but as the deep- 

est dimension of all of life. Living a 

Jewish religious life means intention- 

ally and consciously paying attention 

to all our questions, hopes, fears and 
loves and integrating our actions to 
reflect our highest selves. 


At each step along life’s journey, we 
are instructed to act in a particular 
way, with a particular faith. The same 
is true for us as we reach the end of 
our journey. We are heirs to a great 
legacy of tradition that can be manip- 
ulated to respond to most, if not all, 
circumstances: our efforts to deal cre- 
atively with making meaning with 
our lives; our struggles after a loss of 
a partner or loved one; facing the job 
market again; questions of self-worth 
and fear of reaching out to make 
new friendships; the discovery of new 
talents, deeper peace and wider boun- 
daries of love. 


These can be difficult tasks for all of 
us, especially at times when we suf- 
fer grief, loneliness and despair. But 
it is precisely at these times that our 
faith can be a source of strength and 
comfort as we face the necessary loss- 
es that shape our lives. 


Much of my vision as a rabbi is 
grounded in this understanding of 
the “spiritual.” I hope you will join 
me in our efforts to achieve this end 
by building a Caring Community 
with our Bikkur Cholim and Social 
Action committees.

From Learning About Islam 
to Serving Holiday Meals

I know I’m not alone in saying that, 
since September 11, I’ve realized how 
ignorant I am about Islam and the 
politics of the Muslim world. As a 
way to help build greater understand- 
ing, the new co-chairs of the Social 
Action Committee decided that an 
important step we could take at this 
time was to educate ourselves, so the 
committee organized a series of 
classes in November. 


Kyriell Muhammad speaks at the first Islam class 


In the first class, Kyriell Muhammad, 
a Harvard Ph.D. candidate in Islamic 
Studies, gave a primer on Islam, from 
its genesis to modern times. Kyriell’s 
perspective as a progressive gay Afri- 
can American Muslim was particular- 
ly interesting. He helped us to under- 
stand that Islam, founded in the sev- 
enth century, has never had a reforma- 
tion, i.e. a liberalizing movement. He 
discussed the fledgling state of the pro- 
gressive Muslim voice and his opti- 
mism at some indications that these ex- 
tremist attacks may actually result in a 
new role and acceptance for that voice. 


The 35 attendees were full of 
thought-ful questions on topics 
ranging from the lack of seasons in 
the Islamic calendar (they have a lu- 
nar calendar with no leap year, re- 
sulting in holidays moving whole 
seasons in a decade) to the history 
of the Nation of Islam in America, 
the role of women in Islam, and 
the importance of Jerusalem for 
Muslims. Kyriell’s feeling of sad- 
ness about how terrorists are using 
his religion, and his struggles to 
build a progressive Islamic move- 
ment, impressed many of us. His

discussion of how the word shag ( 


is interpreted to mean “personal spiri- 
tual struggle” to some and “holy war” 
to others was a reminder that we at 

CSZ struggle with concepts and scrip- 
ture that are often interpreted in prob- 
lematic ways. 


We've all struggled with how to re- 
spond constructively to the horrors of 
September 11 and after. Educating 
ourselves and others is 
one way we can con- 
tinue to work for tik- 
kun olam. 


Besides these classes 
on Islam and related 
politics, the Social Ac- 
tion Committee also 
organized a discussion 
of issues regarding 
prisons and the death 
penalty, and visits with 
residents at the Jewish Home for the 
Aged. 


In December, we will once again be 
visiting the Jewish Home for the Aged 
one Friday before services, and we'll 
continue our tradition of helping Proj- 
ect Open Hand with their holiday 
meals on December 24 and 25. We 
need lots of volunteers to join this 
event for a few hours on either day, 
preparing food, packaging it or deliv- 
ering the meals.

Adult Education Corner by Rod Leslie 


Browsing the remainder shelves at Sta- 
cy’s Bookstore on Market Street, I 
came upon a remarkable find. The 
quality paperback marked $5.99 pur- 


ported to be “The First Hebrew Novel”: 


Joseph Perl’s Revealer of Secrets (1819), 
translated by Dov Taylor (1997). This 
is an epistolary novel of 151 letters by 
competing Hasidic rebbes expressing 
dire anxiety over the publication in 
German of a particular “bukh” called 
On the Nature of the Hasidic Sect (1816). 


The translator identifies Perl as a 
spokesman for the Haskala, that move- 
ment of Jewish “self-emancipation” 
which emerged in response to the 

“liberation of Europe” by Napoleon’s 
conquests. The program of the Haska- 
la called on Jews to master European 
languages, enter the professions, en- 
gage with gentiles sympathetic to their 
cause and provide their young with a 
rational secular education in addition 
to Hebrew literature, the Bible and me- 
dieval Jewish philosophy. It also 
mounted an attack on provencialism 
and the mysticism of the Hasidim. Perl 
had in fact been an ardent Hasid who 
defected and delivered to the Austrian 
princes the very text that so trouble the 
fictitious rebbes. 


The Hasidic movement was a revival- 
ist movement that centered faith in spi- 
rituality of emotion and in following 
the tsadek (charismatic spiritual lead- 
er) as best exemplified by the move- 
ment’s founder, the Bal Shem Tov 
(1700-1760), and his protégés. The rab- 
bis, Talmudic scholars and yeshivas of 
the day were dubbed misnagdim (oppo-

nents and adversaries) because they 
held that the Hasidim diverted the Tor- 
ah with their practices and utterances. 
As the Hasidim became more temper- 
ate and respectful of orthodoxy, how- 
ever, they and the misnagdim aligned 
against the Haskala whose followers 
they deemed apikorsim (heretics, unbe- 
lievers, infidels). 


This great conflict within Jewish civili- 
zation on the threshold of modernity 
reflected a pattern not uncharacteristic 
of other periods within Jewish history, 
equally as short-lived and equally as 
fertile. Reform Judaism arose out of 
the Haskala, as did Zionism, modern 
Hebrew and modern Jewish literature. 
Perhaps more significant, the Judaism 
practiced at CSZ emerges from the ed- 
gy interaction of these three tenden- 
cies within Judaism.

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Oct Va’ad Minutes 


Rabbi Angel opened the meeting with a prayer 
to mark Sheloshim, 30 days after the events of 
September 11. She stated that the purpose of our 
week, month and year anniversaries of death are 
to help us return to life and step away from grief. 
She recommended acts of tzedakah tailored to 
those who have died, to study as part of the proc- 
ess of remembering them, and to give thanksgiv- 
ing for daily miracles to get us through fear and 
grief. 


The Va’ad turned to the Israel Havurah’s proposal 
to become a standing committee of the congrega- 
tion. We considered how to incorporate diverse 
viewpoints into the proposed committee. After 
extensive discussion about the committee’s mis- 
sion, we asked the Bylaws Committee to tinker 
with the following language: “The Israel Com- 
mittee shall be the focal point for discussion of 
issues related to the State of Israel, plan programs 
related to Israel and bring proposals to the Va’ad 
regarding synagogue policy related to Israel. 
Membership in this committee is open to all 
members of CSZ.” Some version of this proposed 
amendment will be put to a vote at the congrega- 
tion’s annual meeting. Meanwhile, we voted to 
adopt the Havurah’s proposal, and CSZ now has 
an Israel Committee. We thanked the members 
of the former Havurah for their work and attend- 
ance at many meetings. 


We next discussed long-range planning. The 


“Planning to Plan” Committee was formed due to 


the sense that our congregation has been chang- 
ing without a clearly articulated vision for change. 
The committee gave a detailed proposal for solic- 
iting congregational input and getting acceptance. 
We compared the purpose of long-range planning 
to standard Va’ad planning, and discussed how 
the Alban Institute report fits in. We talked about 
the specific topics of growth, money and staffing, 
and the even bigger topics of mission, vision and 
values. 


We eventually voted to adopt the proposal. A 
committee will be appointed to identify a visible 
planning method. The Congregational Advance 
tentatively scheduled for May 31-June 1, will give 
us all a chance to gather views and exchange 
information, which will then inform the planning 
committee’s continued work. 


Rabbi Angel delivered her report, acknowledging 
the collaborative effort that made the High Holi-

Many GLBT Jews, 
like Joel Ginsberg, 
come to CSZ seeking 
a sense of community, 
and end up finding 
that and much more.

Growing up in Mendocino made it 
difficult for Joel to have a formal Jew- 
ish education, since there was no syna- 
gogue there. “I lived with my 
grandparents in New York for several 
months when I was 10. I went to serv- 
ices with my grandfather and he hired 
a tutor, Mr. Margolis, who taught me

You see it everywhere — in performance 
art, graphic design, architecture, the 
way people dress.
